As practiced and believed, the speaker 
said, he did not think it was in ac- 
cordance with the teachings of Scripturá. 
The power to heal the sick by faith was 
given to Ohrist and his apostles, but 
imth the passing away of Apostolic times 
CUssapeared this method of healing the 
lick and the halt and the maimed and 
the blind, just as the time for the perfor- 
mance of miracles had gone forever. 


In those early days of Ohristianity it 
was bestowed upon the apostles by Ood 
for the purpose of establishing the word, 
but that such miraculous powers were 
possessed, or could be practiced now, he 
did not believe for an instant. The exi- 
gency that existed then did not exist 
now, and it Wts safe to say that those 
persons who claimed this power at the 
present time were either humbugs or 
laboring under a mistaken idea. 


That cures were sometimes made by 
faith he did not doubt, but it was not 
the "faith upon faith," or the faith in 
prayer. It was the iofluenoe of the 
mind over the body and existed only 
in those cases where the ailment was a 
mental one or resulted from some nerv- 
ous affection. Instances of this kind 
may

power, 
can >% often 
fight off disease and a hopeful, deter- 
mined mind can dispel nervous and 
imaginary affections, but that 
faith 
could cure a rooted disease was unreason- 
able, nnphilosophical and had no foun- 
dation in the scripture. 


The speaker did not want to be under- 
stood as doubting the faith in Christian 
prayer. He believed that the prayer of 
the Godlj man availeth much if uttered 
iu the spirit of the scripture, "Not my 
will, but Thine, O, Lord." Prayer ut- 
tered for the sick in such a frame of 
mind will be effective if it is God's will 
that the patient should recover, but if 
sucli is not the case it could have no 
curative power except in the cases men- 
tioned above.

Bogus Baking Powder Tests. 


Bather ingenious but not less fraudu- 
lent are the pretended tests of baking 
powder being made in many of our 
kitchens by agents who are trying to 
further the sale of a Chicago article. 
These so-called tests consist in mixing 
separately, with water, a sample of the 
b^Jng powder fonnd in the honse and 
of that carried by the agent. From that 
found in the honse, if a pnre article, the 
bubbles of gas wiiJ rise and bnrst on top 
like those from a glass of champaigne. 
The Ohicago baking powder which they 
cturry, when mixed with water, will show 
an extra froth upon the top of the mix- 
ture which is claimed as evidence of su- 
periority. 
On the contrary, however, 
it is not only the exhibition of a trick, 
but is absolute proof that the baking 
powder which 
so 
acts is adulter- 
ated. 
The chemists have ascertained 
that the adulterant used is a chemical 
added for the express purpose of produc- 
ing this action and deceiving house- 
keepers as to the true value of the bak- 
ing powder. 
This is not only a dishon- 
est trick but a ditty one, for the chemic- 
al is the product of the filthy refuse of 
the refuse of the slaughter house, and if 
used 
in 
the 
preparation 
of 
food passes into the biscuit or food with- 
out change. Of course, any statements 
made in reference to other baking pow- 
ders, by parties caught in practicing 
such tricks as these for the purpose of 
deceiving the pubiic, will be entitled to 
no credit. 


It is probaUy wisest in the interest of 
our families, and to prevent our food 
from being contaminated by tramps of 
this kind, to turn all persons who wish 
or attempt to tamper with it uncere- 
moniously from the door, and to use 
those articles only which experience has 
proved satisfactory, or the official tests 
have established as pure and wHUe- 
some.

CEOPlápS^ TRAINED F9B HUMTINQ. | 


Efow w i l d Animals Jn inrfta Are Kdaoated 
' to Ron Down AntelopeSs 


fLotterfrom India.] 


The natives maintain that for true 
sport one must oommence the training 
with a full-grown leopard for hunting 
purposes. The desirable fierceness and 
fleetness are only thus to be secureiL 
The leopard is brought out in a bul- 
lock cart, with a kind of mask that 
covers its eyes. 
A chain is also slipped 
around its loins. 
It is quite tame, 
knowing its keejjer and anticipating the 
sport. 


The cart drives along, accompanied 
by the sportsmeo, to a spot which the 
herd of antelopes will presently cross 
in their course. 
The does all go first, 
the black buck—the pride of the iiock 
—invariably brings up the rear. 
The 
mo;ive is ascribed to jealousy and A de- 
sire to keep his females all under his 
eye. 
Whatever the motive, the posi- 
tion is fatal to him. 
At the proper 
moment the houd is slipped off the 
cheetah's head, and his prey is shown 
him. Unlike the dog, he seems to hunt 
by sight and not by soent. 
He looks 
keenly about him for one moment, and 
then drops off the cart, generally at tho 
off side, using it for a cover as long a- 
he can. 
If there are trees or any rais- 
ing ground he is quick to take advan- 
tage of them, and then makes his burst 
upon his quarry. 


He almost invariably chooses the 
buck, but he runs him down by sheer 
ileetness. 
This is the meaning of those 
dog-like claws and the great length of 
limb that make him look almost out of 
proportion in where all the other cat- 
like creatures—tijiars, 
leopards, ja- 
guars, 
pumas, and lions—are short- 
legged and crouching. 
The speed ii 
scarcely to be credited. 
There is no 
greyhound that can run down a doe 
antelope. 
But it is a sorry sport at 
best—if, indeed, it can be called sport 
at all. 
The cheetah springs on the 
back of the buck, strangles it, and laps 
up its blood. 
The huntsman comes up 
and cuts the throat of the antelope 
and, letting the blood flow into a 
wooden cup, gives it to the cheetah, 
watching his time when the creature is 
gorged to slip the hood over his eyes 
and lead him back to the cart. 


The natives give their accounts of thr 
animal more picturesquely, and the na- 
tive accounts are still to be found in the 
natural-history books. 
In a wild state 
the cheetah feeds itself only every 
three days, gorging itself on these oc- 
casions and lying comatose during the 
intervals. In their pursuit of prey they 
are social, and in that way differ from 
most of the other carnivora. 
Two or 
three of them will meet at night and go 
forth on their hunting expeditions in 
company. 
It is by ascertaining their 
place of tryst that the natives are able 
to capture them. 
It is very often by 
the trunk of a tree, which is found all 
scratched and barked by their claws. 
Nooses and meshes are driven into the 
ground. 
The leopai-ds come bounding 
over the grass and are soon caught. 
A 
blanket is Hung over the head and the 
creature is tied and carried off. 
One 
of the favorite theories of the natives, 
which is repeated over and over again 
in the books, is that when the trained 
leopard misses his stroke he cannot re- 
cover his breath (juick enough for a 
second bound and the heard passes 
from him in safety. 


Then he gets extremely 
agitated, 
runs up and down till his temper sub- 
sides, and is at last carted*^ and again 
let slip on fresh quarry. 
It is a pictur- 
esque kind of notion, 
but most men 
who have seen antelope-hunting in the 
East will bo able to qualify its applica- 
tion. 
The leopard does not show his 
temper to any extreme extent, and, in 
fact, is making another bound on his 
prey before the antelope can get off 01 
the temper cau rise. 
Nor is the popu- 
lar idea that he must be caught adult 
in order to secure the perfection of his 
hunting qualities quite correct 
He is 
a tamable 
creature, and, therefore, 
even when an adult, cau be managed, 
but those who have raised cheetah kit- 
tens will realize that it needs no train- 
ing to make them gratify their carni- 
vorous inclinations. 
Maj. Jerdon had 
one that 
followed him about like a 
doer, racing after him when he took his 
rides. 


But when it grew up it showed soon 
enough that it was naturally given to 
hunting. 
Its attacks on sheep had to 
be prevented, and several horsewhip- 
pings made it. realize that they were 
under .special protection. 
A donkey 
defended him.'^lf successfully with his 
heels. 
A cheetah was in such matters 
quick to take a hint and had a good 
memory. 
Its training was commenced 
on gazelles, 
but it soon attained the 
dignity of bringing down 
antelopes. 
Its owner mentioned one peculiarity in 
proof that it huuted by sight and not 
by scent. 
It was very fond of mount- 
ing a stack of hay or the trunk of a 
tree, and from that eminence looking 
down on the hunting possibilities .of 
the neighborhood, and, when actually 
in the chase, ii the antelope got out of 
sight, it would abandon i)ursuit, but if 
a greyhound were then slipped he 
would resume the cha.se and, of course, 
outstrip the doer.
